CO-OPERATION. 


A Knight ot Labor Scheme to Establish 
Great Co-Operative Stores ior 
tho Benefit oi tbe Order. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 14.—Charles H. 


Lltchman, general aeoretaiy Knights ot 
Labor has issued a circular to the mem- 
bers of the order, outlining a plan foi 
practical co-operation. "Co-operation", 
the circular says, "seems to succeed bet- 
ter 
in 
distribution 
through 
stores 


than in production through factories. 
Following out thin apparently natural 
law of co-operative effort, we believe it 
possible, at once and without capital, to 
establish in and through tbe order the 
grandest co-operative effort the world 
has ever seen." 


Mr. Litchraan, in a brief outline of the 


plan, suggests that manufacturers and co- 
operative establishments, "members of 
the order," file with the general secretary 
a complete price catalogue of the goods 
they produce, that these price catalogues 
be classified and printed and copies sen! 
to every local assembly, and that eaob 
assembly appoint an agent to handle 
orders for the goods. The circular con- 
cludes: "The gain would be an immense 
concentration of patronage upon goods 
produced by our own people—quality 
guaranteed, prices moderate—and the 
elimination, as far as possible of middle- 
men and the substitution of a co-operative 
for n competitive system." 


Mr. Litchmrm invites discussion of the

The Trial of Dr. Cox. 


EABTON, Pa., April 13.—In the trial to. 


day of Dr. Cox, of Port Murray, for oaus1 
ing the death of Jennie Osborne by mal 
practice, Geo. Evans, one of the accused, 
turnedState's evidence and testified thathe 
had arranged with J. W. Pace for a friend, 
Charles La\mei, o£ Danbury, Conn., to 
brini; Miss Oaborne here for the purpose 
of an operation, aiid that Pace had intro- 
duced Dr. Cox, who retired to a private 
room with the girl nud said there would 
be no trouble. Witness had not seen Dr 
Cox from tlmt time uutil after the girl 
died. 


Counsel for Cox made a speech in 


which he charged that Evims was the prin- 
cipal, and not Cox, nnd objecting to the 
admission of the testimony. The court 
ruled otherwise, and admitted the testi- 
mony. 


Dr. Field testified this afternoon that 


after being called in to attend Miss Os- 
borue while ill, finding her getting worse 
from the effects of malpractice, he asked 
Proprietor Pace for a consulting physi- 
cian; that Mr. Pace recommended Dr. 
Cox, 
who was in the hotel, and that after 


being introduced to him, Dr. Cox told wit- 
ness just tho symptoms of the case, and 
said there had beeu au abortion before 
he (witness) had mentioned malpractice 
to any one; that Dr. Cox seemed entirely 
aware of all the circumstances, and acted 
accordingly. 


The Commonwealth rested, and Dr. Cox 


was put on tho stand. He denied in toto 
hn.ving had any tliittK to do with the case 
prior to being called to consult with Dr. 
Field, He said ho was not in Easton on 
certain dates, und told when he was. The 
defense will produce corroborative testi- 
mony in trying to establish on alibi. Cox 
swore he never talked with George Evans. 


Both Sides Stubborn.

A Quiet and Beneficial Night. 


Nsw YOBK, April 13.—"Last night was 


the quietest and most beneficial for Sen- 
ator Conkling since the beginning of his 
illness. He lay awake part- o£ the time, 
but did not attempt to get up and pace the 
floor. Several times, when speaking to 
his wife and the doctor, ha appeared to 
be in a partial stupor. Mr. Melville, his 
law partner, said that he appeared to be 
under the influence ot some drug, but Dr, 
Barker denied tlmt he had been given any 
thing to mako Iniu sleep. He saya the 
sleep 
was 
natural 
and 
beneficial. 


The 
favorable 
symptoms 
noticed 


in the Senator yesterday continue this 
morning. 
At 
half-past 
six o'clock 


he was fast asleep. His awakening is 
looked forward to with much anxiety. If 
his mind is clear and the signs of extreme 
nervousness do not appear, the hopes of 
the physicians will be increased. 


Dr. Auderton remained at the house 


all night, leaving at 7:10 a. m. 
He 
said Mr. Conkling slept most of the night. 
Ha considered that the sick man was con- 
siderably better this morning. No very 
definite hopes for his recovery were, how 
ever, expressed. 


At 8:20 a. m. Dr. Auderton returned to 


the sick room. The doctor said the Sen- 
ator's pulse was 86 at seven o'clock, anc 
his temperature 09. "He has now past.ec 
out of the first acute fetages," said i 
doctor, "and he does not suffer the puin 
that he did at first. He took more nour- 
ishment last night than on any previous 
night. It is not true that he has las 
heavily in weight, and he has evidently 
much strength left." 


The following bulletin was issued at 10 


a. m.: 


Mr. Conkling passed a good night. He sl 


well, and his mind ia clearei thw morning His 
pulse U 74 and his temperature 99. 


When Dr. Barker entered the sick room 


Mr. Conkling was awake and shook hands 
with him. 
Dr. Barker stated to a 


United Press reporter that Mr. Coukling'a 
chance of recovery now was one in six. 


Dr. Barker talked freely to the reporter 


this morning. He stated tlmt Mr. Conk- 
ling was doing as well as could be ex- 
pected. He was free from stupor or coma 
If he continued to improve a point a duj 
for the next six days he would be out o: 
danger. He was now in the second stage 
of depression. ?hi« accounted for th« 
fact that the patient Imd so little to say 
The wounds caused l>y the operation were 
not dressed this morning, as it was deemec 
unnecessary. Dr. Audeiton said that the 
fact of the patient's pulse being down to 
78 showed he was impiovlng. 


Another Accumulation of Pus. 


NEW YORK, April 13.—Dr. Barker's

He had nervous twitch'np of the muscles, and 
he objects to taking his milk nourishment. No 
official observations wore t.ikeii, us It was not 
thought desirable to disturb tlic patient, who 
was sleeping. 


At 6:10 p. m., Mr. Henry Melville, Mr 


Conkling's law associate, came out ot the 
house. He said there was no change. ,H« 
said the family and friends were very 
anxious. The twitching of the muscles 
was thought to indicate another accumu 
lation of pus pressing on the brain. These 
and other less hopeful reports from tie 
sick room caused a general impression to 
prevail about the hotel this even- 
ing 
that 
Mr. 
Conkling's condi- 


tion was hopeless. 
It was remem- 


bered that none of the bulletins through- 
out had given any real cause to believe 
that the eminent physicians in attendance 
had any expectation of the patient's re- 
covery. Dr. Barker has never come nearer 
to it than to say that the chances were at 
best six to one against recovery, while 
Dr. Sands, who is as taciturn as a sphyuz, 
is credited with only one public expres- 
sion of opinion, namely, that he would 
be surprised if Mr. Conkling lived forty 
eight hours after the operation. Dr. Bar 
ker, who usually wears a cheerful mein, 
looked quite solemn when he left the 
sick-room. He hurried away without his 
usual good-natured submission to inter 
views by the reporters. 


Brightening Up a Little.

ened up a little about three o'clock among 
those watching and waiting around the 
Hoffman House. Dr. Barker was more 
cheerful when he oame out of the sick 
room, and reported if there had been any

asked for champagne. Dr. Barker when 
asked about this, smiled and said: "If 
he should ask for champagne, I would 
give it to him; but he has not." 


When asked what the ?hance for recov- 
ery was, he said: "I have decided not to 
reduce the case to a mathematical prob- 
lem." 


Leaving the reporters to wrestle with 


the probabilities indicated or concealec 
with this remark, the doctor departed to 
return at eleven o'clock.

a crew of three belated 6ihermeu. The flrit 
warning they bad of ..sax approach wa* toe 
deep ihadow of" our wU coming :up or,er 
them as a dark specter, the boats wen 
directly in each other'? track gotog In oppo-' 
site directions. Our helmsnmn, according to 
Chinese; law, shouted aloud,' "Port your, helm 
hard there," and followed th* wordi.by bear- 
ing down "hard aport"o»Mi owi» lever. 
Had the man on the- other boat do»» like- 
wise, we would havepaseedeacb other safely 
But he lost his bead and: drew hi* balm the 
wrong way. Thin brought bi» boat »quar» 
across our prow ot right angle*. 


As I saw the cut craft dragging on her ride 


and Oiling with water, I called, "down •alb," 
threw a rope to the affrighted men on board, 
and drew them-aboard our vessel I then 
made fast the rope to the wreck, which wa 
were riding down, and with poles released it; 
and brought it astern In tow. We fished put 
what we could of the fishing net» and .mato, 
and hoisted sail again, for the current wai 
bearing us down on the city. We now found 
that wo had "caught a Tartar." Our victim 
Bet up an unearthly howl that the "foreign- 
ers had sunk his boat." We knew enough of 
Chinese nature to know that If that cry 
reached the populous anchorage near by we 
would have a race for our lives. So it be- 
came a question of shutting the old man's 
mouth until we got to a more retired spot I 
ordered the crew to'take the man below, into 
the hold, and detailed a sailor to keep ntm 
quiet. I afterward learned that he held the 
old man by the neck, and when the lattw 
attempted to yell he closed in oh his wind- 
pipe. We cast anchor on a sand bar seven 
miles above the city. I called V conned of 
•war. What were we to do with our captive 
was the sub ject considered. Our "captain,1! 
a native, who sailed our boat, was tbe first: 
to speak. Said he: 
"Gentlemen, you made a mistake in saving 


that man's life I 'Dead men give no trouble. 
No native would have rescued those fel- 
lows." 
I told him that was not our way of doing 


business. His next proposition was that we 
wait till midnight, when all was quiet, and 
then put the man ashore and tie him so that 
he could not give the alarm before morning, 
and hoist sail and escape. 
I objected to that also. He then said: 


"Let us get away, then, and go homo, and 
let the old man walk home" (100 miles, at 
ileast) "the best way he can after ws> or* 
safe." 
That being objected to, he said no more. 


We held the old man there till morning, 
dragged his wreck ashore for him and gave 
him enough money to repair hto craft and 
sailed away, leaving our "Tartar" knocking 
his head on the sand and showering blessings 
uponthe journey of his benefactors. 


Our captain's view, however, gave the true 


measure of the sympathy of one Chinaman 
for another, when their interests cross each 
other.
